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At the beginning of January 1944, almost the entire stocks of 
erude phosphate hac been exhaused in the Soviet Zone of Germany. 
The two principal phosphate plats (Fertilia, Salzwedel, and 
Fahlberg-List AG, Magdeburg) web expected to stop production 

by 15 January unless new supplig were forthcoming. The plant 
in Coswig had only a two months’ supply on hand, while the 
supplies of the smell factories‘at Draschwitz-Reugen and 
Oschersleben were expected to list not more than three to four 


weeks. Up to the beginning of january, no-contracts for crude 


phosphate deliveries during 1946 had been signed. Negotiations 
with the USA had failed, while wgotiations with a Belgian group 
were still under wey. The authcrities were especially interested 
in phosphate from Moroceo, althaigh 5,000 tons were still due 
from a previous contract. Be 


In the past, the SAG Slemens Plinia in Berlin-Lichtenbérg had 
been supplied with hard coal from the Ruhr stockpile; however, 
at the end of January, there was only a two weeks! supply 1ert. 
It was therefore planned to ney Ott 400 men of the plant's 3800 
workers by 1 February. 


There is a critical shortage erie following materials, which 
is due partly to counter-blockaile measures taken by the Western 
owers, and partly to the difficulty of securing t ese items

A large number of industrial concerns, with the approval of the 
German Economic Commission, have ordered certain urgently needed 
materials from firms located in the western zones, particularly 
in the British zone.. The Russian zone concerns offered payment 
at 10 - 25 percent above current market prices. Products of 
Soviet AGs, on the other hand, are sold to these west-zone firms 
on a barter basis at a price 35 ~ 40 percent below the prevalent 
price. Transport risks are borne by the western firms. 
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
